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cannot resume perfect action at once. ft will there- 
fore, be a highly important point, es cold weather ap 
proaches, to follow such habite as will gradually in- 
crease the flame within. But let us not in doing this 
ran to the extreme of attempting too much ; because 
the internal machinery works faintly and feebly we 
must not overtask it, and prevent its doing any thing. 
Because our extremities are cold, and the skin in 
general rather languid, we must not go naked, or half 
naked, in the vain expectation that we shall, at once, 
compel the calorific function to generate heat for us. 

On the contrary, there is no season of the year 
when it is so important to avoid being chilled by cold 
—even in the hands and feet—as in the beginning and 

ress of autumn. ‘Tree it is thet increased activity 
of body and mind, with a diet somewhat more stimu- 
lating than in mid summer—and Providence bas kindly 
given us more stimulating froite—with a moderate in- 
crease of clothing, will do mach towards accomplish- 
ing the object; but not all. If ag overcoat is ever 
necessary, it is so In autumn; IT mean at evening, and 
during cool, cloudy days, and long rains. If warm 
stockings are ever needed, they are often so then The 
same may be said of gloves and mittens ; and even of 
clothing by night. There is nothing gained, | repeat 
it, by allowing onrselves to be cold by night or by 
day; but much, very much, is often lost. Momenta- 
ry cold, as in the case of a cold shower bath, of course 
1 do not here refer to. 

All these things, however, come short of our ne- 
cessities, in many instances. At evening, and during 
damp days, fires will be needed in our dwellings, 
shops, &e. Our clothing, conjoined with prompt and 
faithful obedience of all the physical and moral laws 
—for these latter have much todo with our health— 
will do a great deal for us while we are abroad ; but 
when we come to sit down in our dwellings, shops, 
achool rooms and churches, the cool, damp air will often 
rob us of our caloric much faster than the weakened 
powers within can supply it; and not only so} but we 
shall seem to extinguish the flame which is already 
burning. Hence the necessity of autumn I fires. 

They are as needful as those of winter or spring—per- 
haps even more so. 

True, great caution will be necessary, lest we make 
an injudicious use of them. I know we are not al- 
ways wise, in this particular—on the contrary, we are 
often very unwise, Because there is danger on one 
hand, we should not rush to the other extreme, and 
encounter similar hazard. Ir avoiding Seylla, we 
should not ran on Charybdis. But enough on this 
topic for once. | may add a few thoughts on a kindred 
subject, in another paper.

Rarely be- 
fore have such low abuse, such harsh words and harsh- 
er blows between the members of both Houses, and 
such contempt of all the deceacies of life, even in the 
halls of Congress, and during the majesty of legislation, 
disgraced the annals of a civilized people.

We are painfully affected also by the apparent want 
of Caristian principle in our national Congress. ‘There 
are, no doubt, individuals in it who fear God; bot they 
fail to make their influence felt, and their light burns 
so feebly as to be merged in the prevailing darkness. 
There is not salt enough to make an impression upon 
the corraped mae. lf eee at Paes” Teel 
are those, no doubt, whose hearts would ensure their 
doing it, but they are too young in the affairs of the 
government to take a leading position, or they are pre- 
vented by other causes from being the efficient organs 
of Christianity. Mr. Clay appears to have become in

jthist And yet such a case occurred in the city of 
New York last month, ander the authority of a law 
passed with the help of votes from some of the free 
| States, 

The facts in the case are simply these: James 
Hamlet, a colored man residing in Williamsburg, but 
employed in New York, was called on by deputies 
of the U.S. Marshal, and was requested by them 
to go to the court, they intimating that it was for 
another object than the real ene. When brought be- 
fore the Commissioner, he learned from the reading 
of an affidavit, that he was claimed as the property 
of a woman in Baltimore. Two witnesses swore 
| they knew him, and that he was the slave of this 
woman, Without an opportunity to defend himself, 

he was handed over to the attorney of the party 
claiming him, who immediately swore he feared a 
rescue, whereupon, according to the new law, the 

). S. Marshal was ordered to deliver Hamlet to his 
owner, at the expense of the Unit d States. Lrons 
were put upon him, and he was placed in the charge 
of officers and carried back to Baltimore. All this 
thing was done so quietly, that not twenty people in 
the city knew anything about it until it was all over. 
| We understand the woman who claims to own 
Hamlet asks $800 for him; and the probability is, 
the sum will be raised in New York and Williams- 
burg, and he will be restored to freedom. She is 
| willing to fake less than she could get for him to sell 
him for the Southern market. Hamlet is a member 
of the Methodist church.
